Writing from France under date of 
January 5, Sergt. Held Giles, Scl. '17. 
says : 

I received some "Dallies" a lew days 
ago. Many thanks for them. We do 
enjoy reading them: but all the names 
seem new to us now. 

"Now I suppose you want to hear 
about my life here! Well! we are In a 
very quiet place Just at present, a 
'regular* home for tho men as com- 
pared to the Somme, which Is a. pro- 
per 'Hell.' It was the most Interesting 
place I have ever seen, and we had 
some narrow escapes, which made 
things exciting. I could have crawled 
into an ant hole a couple of times: I 
never hugged the ground so close In 
all my life. 

"Here, behind the 'trenches,' it Is a 
rare sight to see a shell burst, 

"Monday, another fellow and 1 had 
the most interesting trip to one of the 
great battlefields of this 'front.' The 
ground wns covered with equipment 
and uniforms now very rotten. Bodies 
only half burled are lying everywhere; 
the bones of every part of the body 
are clean and white, after being ex- 
posed for over a year. 1 saw the 
most picturesque ruin of an old 
church I have ever seen. It wns a 
sight of a lifetime, l can te',1 you. 

"Xmaa, wo had a great time; for 
dinner we had "roast chicken' and 
duck, with mashed potatoes, given 
pease and cauliflower. Then "plum 
pudding with sauce,' pies and custard. 
Not too bad, eh! After the meal we 
had the usual toasts. 

"New Year's Eve we saw the New 
Year In, with another celebration. 
Now the time for celebrations has 
passed, and we are down to tho old 
monotonous routine again. To-morrow 
I am going to the trenches, so I hope 
'Frit/.' Is quiet; for I am hoping to 
get back to England soon, and don't 
want my hend knocked off before 

"I am trying to get a commission 
In the artillery. If I do I get a tour 
month:.' training in England. My pa- 
pers hnvo been signed by the General 
and have gone to the War Office, so 
I have to wait patiently till they re- 
call me. If they are coming at all 
they should bo hero In a few days. 
If not, I suppose I will have to wail 
till another class starts. Four months 
In England certainly does look good 
to me. It will be hard work, but seo 
the fun there Is, when work Is finish- 
ed. 

"In this small town there Is no- 
thing to do at all. We stay in our 
own little room every night and write 
or rend or play bridge. We have good 
beds rind a fine stove, so we nro quite 
comfortable. I am feeling fine. In 
spite of the rain, which we have bad 
for over a week." 



On Wednesday last tho Corporation 
of the University acceptd with appre- 
ciative thanks, antl with much regret 
over the sad event which had occa- 
sioned the proposal, an offer from 
Dr. and Mrs. Alexander D. Black- 
adcr, to establish a memorial In hon- 
our of their son, Captain Gordon 
Home Blackader, B.Arch., McGill. 

The conditions proposed by Dr. and 
Mrs. Blackader In connection with 
this wise and appropriate memorial, 
are here given in full: 

Dr. and Mrs. Alexander D. Black- 
ader desire to establish some memor- 
ial In honour of their son, Captain 
Gordon Home Blackader, B.Arch., Mc- 
Gill, who on the outbreak of wur vol- 
unteered for Overseas Service, war- 
given command of a company in the 
42nd Battalion, Royal Highlanders of 
Canada, C.E.F, and ufter eight months' 
service in France was wounded near 
Ypres on June 2nd, 1916, and died in 
London on August 10th of the same 
year. 

With thin object in view they pro- 
pose to give to McGill Univer- 
sity, with the approval of the Gov- 
ernors thereof, and under the condi- 
tions stated below, a sum which they 
promise will amount, within a few 
years, to not less than $5,000, to be 
invested by the University, and to 
form a permanent fund, of which tho 
"merest shall be devoted to purchj«« 
as provided below, of books on archi- 
tectural subjects. These books shall be 
kept together in the University library, 
there to form a special Architectural 
collection to be known always as the 
Gordon Home " Hlackader Memorial 
Library, which shall be for the use 
of " architects, advanced studonts and 
other suitable persons, under .such 
conditions as will ensure freedom from 
loss und injury. 

All purchases for this collection 
shall bo made by the Librarian of the 
University, subject to the recommen- 
dation of the following advisory com- 
mittee: 

The Librarian of McGill Univer- 
sity. 

The Professor of Architecture of 
Metiill University. 

A member of the Library Commit- 
tee, appointed by Hint Committee; It 
being understood that the first mem- 
ber so appointed shall be Mr. 1\ 
Cleveland Morgan. 

Willi these three shall be associat- 
ed, for purposes' of consultation, Mr. 
Ernest I. Unroll, of Montreal, anil Mr. 
Lawrence Grant White, of McKlm, 
Mead and While, of New York City. 

Should one or other, or both, of the 
latter gentlemen for any reason be 
unable to act, one or Iwo to act as 
successors may be selected by the 
three first named members of tho Ad- 
visory Committee, from among the 
practising architects of this city; such 
selection to meet with the approval of 
Dr. Blackader. or after his death with 
the approval of the surviving mem- 
bers of his family. If the committee 
can make it convenient to consult 
them in the matter. 

Due care shall always be taken of 
the books to ensure that none nre lost 
or damaged by the removal of special 
plates or engravings. To this end It 
Is desired that except bit special per- 
mission of tlu librarian t ho books 
shall be consulted only In the general 
reading room of the library.

A comrade, 
Pte. Fred Doupe, writes as follows: — 
"By this time you will no doubt 
have had official notification of your 
ion's death on the lKtli September. 
His loss was deeply regretted by all 
Ills comrades, as we were all like ont 
family in No. 9 Platoon, having re- 
mained together from the time we 
left Montreal, in England, In the 
i'pres Salient, and In our great day 
On the Somme. 'Fergy,' as we called 
bun, and half a dozen of our old sec- 
.lon, stuck together all the time, and 
i always had him for my companion 
in guard In the first line in every 
trench we were in. He was always 
brave and cheerful in all dangers 
which wc underwent together, and we 
always shared together whatever we 
had. 

"In the Salient we went out toge- 
ther under shell and machine gun 
fire to carry in a wounded man. For 
iho best part of two hours we 
•I niggled along, both tired out, but 
we never gave in until we got with- 
in sight of the dressing station, 
where we called for help, 

"We were together In the Somme 
.ittack for a while, but he left me to 
ioln the bombers, and met his death 
the same day, or the following morn- 
ing. He was shot through the bead, 
nnd killed instantly. He was report- 
ed missing for about ten days, but I 
met two of our boys who knew him, 
nnd who looked after Ills burial just 
behind the front line, although the 
place was under shell fire at the 
time. 

"We were all very sorry to hear of 
bis death, and we miss ills face 
amongst us. We all liked him and we 
can only hope to meet again when 
the roll is called up yonder, and the 
brave lads who cheerfully gave up 
their lives in the great sacrifice for 
Ihelr country, and a Just cause, an- 
swer 'Present' to that call. We, who 
were his comrades, knew what a big 
brave heart he had, and what a good 
soldier he was, Wc need his sort here- 
to help us finish what wc have set out 
to do, 

"We offer you our deep sympathy 
in your loss. He was buried about 
1,500 yards to the north-west of 
Courcellette, where his grave will be 
marked with a cross Inscribed with 
his name and number." 

Major Oault Returns. 

With his left leg gone below the 
knee, dressed In mufti and bearing 
the scars of many a battle on his 
body, Major Hamilton Gault, the orig- 
inator and promoter of the famous 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry, has returned to his home In 
this city. Major Gault Is a past stu- 
dent of McGill. His fighting days 
are not finished yet. Although he has 
lost a limb, he declares that he will 
Join the flying corps as soon as he 
fully recovers, and then return to 
the front. Major Hamilton Gault 
who some soldiers claim is one of 
the most courageous soldiers that 
Canada has produced In this wnr. lias 
returned to Canada to attend to pri- 
vate business. His record as a sol- 
dier and second In command of the 
Princess Pats is well known. Wound- 
ed In many places he stuck to his 
fighting, and although on three occa- 
sions offered the command of the bat- 
talion be fathered, refused It, wishing 
rather to ;-rr> his fellow officers re- 
ceive well m'-iited promotion.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the eiplratlon of six months from the -date of the staking, the pros 
»«ctor, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
Th» price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and la renewable on the same terms, or 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at an* 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acr'r 
for INFERIOR MINERALS.
